He told reporters that a resu- 
mption of direct Egyptian-lsra- 
eli peace talks "is not curren- 
tly at the top of the agenda.” 

Mr. Begin said : “Some of the 
paragraphs suggested to us can 
be negotiated by us. One para- 
graph was completely accen.'a- 
ble. This was completely iden- 
tical in both drafts, the Egyp- 
tian and Israeli ones. On some 
paragraphs we proposed chan- 
ges.” 

Mr. Begin reiterated that Is- 
rael could not accept as pre- 
conditions for negotiations de- 
mands for total Israeli withdra- 
wal from land occupied in 1967 
and for the creation of a Pales- 
tinian state. 

Mr. Atherton said he did not 
want to characterise each mee- 
ting in terms of progress or la- 
ck of it.

Foreign Minister Ibrahim Ka- 
mel told reporters that the 
Israeli cabinet decision yester- 
day on the settlements "shows 
dearly the Israeli intention to 
expand at the expense of Arab 
territories." 

“Israel failed to respond po- 
sitively to President Anwar Sa- 
dat's peace initiative,” Mr. Ka- 
mel said. 

“The Israeli cabinet decision 
clearly shows that Israel is not 
sincere in continuing the cur- 
rent peace efforts," Mr. Kamel 
said. 

Israeli 
decision 
slammed 
by PLO 

BEIRUT, Feb. 27 (R). — The 
Palestine Liberation Organisat- 
ion (PLO) yesterday described 
Israel's decision to continue 
establishing settlements on the 
West Bank as a serious blow 
to Middle East peace efforts. 

PLO information bureau ch- 
ief Majid Abu Shamir told Re- 
uters the move also proved the 
failure of President Anwar Sa- 
dat’s attempts to reach a set- 
tlement with Israel. 

’The decision is no 1 surprise 
to us,” he said. "We have ne- 
ver expected the Israeli Knes- 
set to change its policies ex- 
cept by force. 

“Israel's determination tn co- 
ntinue with these illegal sett- 
lements is obviously a serious 
blow to efforts to achieve a 
just and lasting peace." 

Mr. Abu Sharrar added ; 
‘"From the begfnnln®, we have 
said Sadat’s inftiqtivp was a 
failure. Todav the Knesret bas 
proved it. and sooner or later 
he will have to admit it.” 


Prime Minister Mamdouh Sa- 
lem announced in parliament: 
“The status of the Palestinians 
in Egypt will henceforth be re- 
viewed.” 

“The government will sub- 
mit to parliament measures 
that will put the Palestinian 
nationals living in Egypt in 
their natural status and will 
make them equal to the citizens 
of other brotherly Arab nations 
living here,” Mr. Salem said. 

Mr. Sibai was shot dead by 
two Arabs in Nicosia nine days 
ago. 

Since the 1956 Suez r-«n*1 
crisis, about 150,000 Palesti- 
nians living in Egypt have en- 
joyed the same living condi- 
tions, legal and professional ri- 
ghts -- but not political rights 
-- as Egyptian citizens. 

Palestinians will now have to 
acquire residence visas and 
make foreign currency trans- 
fers to enter Egypt, one offi- 
cial said. 

Senior Palestinian officials 
said they expected Palestinians 
would be forbidden to own land 
or private enterprises and wo- 
uld be subject to higher taxes. 

At present several Palestinian 
families own pastry factories, 
aluminium and crystal plants 
and many others are prominent 
businessmen. 

Mr. Salem accused Palestin- 
ian leaders of “selling themsel- 
ves” to the Arab rejectionists. 
He was referring to Syria, the 
Libyan Jamahiriyah, Iraq, Alge- 
ria and South Yemen, which 
oppose Egypt’s peace overtures 
to Israel. “(They) must bear 
the consequences resulting from 
this stand," he told parliament. 

Mr. Salem accused the reje- 
ctionists of plotting against 
Egypt to foil Egypt’s peace ini- 
tiatives. 

"The killing of Mr. Sibai was 
the beginning of a chain of oth- 
er measures planned by Arab 
rejectionists to detract attent- 
ion away from President Anwar 
Sadat's peace moves,” he said. 
The prime minister said the 
two gunmen had admitted they 
were Palestinians. 

The prime minister said Egy- 
pt would not forget Palestin- 
ians, who backed Egypt’s Mid- 
dle East peace moves. It still 
supported the right of Palest- 
inians to set up an independe- 
nt state, he added. 

MBitary intervention in 
Lamaca was “necessary” 

War Minister Abdul Ghani 
Gamassi accused Cyprus of be- 
ing negative and casual about 
the killing of Mr. Sibai. He sa- 
id this bad promoted Egypt to 
send in commandos on an ill- 
fated raid on Lamaca airport 
to release hostages held by the 
two Arab gunmen. 

“It was necessary to inter- 
vene militarily once the plane 
landed at Lamaca to put an 
aid to terrorism," Gen. Gama- 
ssi said. 

Premier Salem said the gun- 
men identified themselves to 
the hostages as Palestinians and 
he pointed out that they were 
doubtlessly in the pay of the 
“rejectionists". 

Gen. Gamassi forecast fur- 
ther killings. "Other operations 
are ahead of us. The armed for- 
ces will remain alert and ready 
to protect Egypt's security, sac- 
rificing effort, sweat and blo- 
od,” he said. 

Prime Minister Salem said 
the Syrian military attache 
who was in the room when Mr. 
Sibai was killed talked to the 
two gunmen. He had told the 
Cypriot authorities the assass- 
ins were Eritreans despite the 
fact they had admitted they we- 
re Palestinians, he said. 

Two Arabs appeared in court 
in Nicosia todav, accused of 
Mr. Sibai’s murder. Cyprus has 
refused Egypt's demand for th- 
eir extradition, promoting Eg- 
ypt to sever dinlomatic links. 

Mr. Salem told parliament: 
"Cypriot authorities were infor- 
med fulhr of the Eevotian com- 
mando unft’s mission. But the 
Cvnrinr, authorities chn** to fire 
at their backs once thev star- 
ted their mission 90 minutes 


Cyprus has denied it was in- 
formed of the operation which 
it considers an attack against 
its sovereignty. 

Interior Minister Nabawi Is- 
mail told parliament Egypt had 
taken steps to ensure security. 
“We will not permit the killing 
of another Egyptian,” he said. 

Egypt’s stand on Palestinian 
rights unchanged 

Prime Minister Salem said in 
his address : “Egypt will not 
forget the Palestinians living 
inside the occupied Arab terri- 
tories who support President 
Sadat’s peace moves. 

"The Palestinians living Insi- 
de the occupied territories sent 


their representatives to Egypt 
and voiced their support for 
Egypt’s moves," he said. 

“Egypt will not forget these 
Palestinians. We will not leave 
them alone to face the other 
Palestinians who are trying to 
trade in Palestinian rights." 

But he said Egypt would co- 
ntinue to support Palestinian 
rights to an independent state. 

“Egypt’s struggle for the 
sake of Palestinian rights in the 
West Bank of Jordan, Jerusa- 
lem and Gaza Strip will conti- 
nue. It is a historic and strate- 
gic position which will not cha- 
nge,’ ' Mr. Salem said. 

“We will not allow anybody 
to exploit the situation against 
the interests of tbe Palestin- 
ians,” he said. 


Premier Badran outlines 
Jordan’s terms for 
joining peace talks 

AMMAN, Feb. 27 (Agencies). — Jordan might Join direct peace 
talks between Egypt and Israel if the Jewish state committed Itself 
to total withdrawal from occupied Arab lands and recognised the 
national rights of the Palestinians to self-detennlnatJon, Prime 
Minister Mudar Badran said Sunday. 

He said in an interview published m the Kuwait dally news- 
paper AI Rafi Al ’Aant that Jordan would not yield to pressure to 
take part in the now stalled negotiations. 

But he said that Jordan might Join the peace talks after con- 
sultations with other Arab parties, incfndlng the Palestinians, on 
conditions allowing the Palestinians to determine their future hi 

full freedom, 

Premier Badran reiterated Jordan’s rejection of Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin’s proposals to give limited home rule 
to Arabs on the occupied West Bank and the Gaza Strips. This plan 
was aimed at perpetuating the Israeli occupation, he said. 

Premier Badran said Jordan was supporting the Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation (PLO) in Its struggle for the restoration of 
the Palestinians’ rights. 

There had been no break hr the dialogue between Jordan and 
the PLO be said adding: “There are unannounced contacts bet- 
ween tiie two sides, which their I nterests required nod to make 
pubHc.” 

Referring to relations with Syria Mr. Badran said that coosnl- 
tations between His Majesty King Hussein and President Hafez 
Assad had never stopped. He described relations between the two 
countries as good. 

Hi ghlight ing Jordan’s heavy responsibilities as a front-line 
country. Premier Badran said whereas Saudi Arabia and the Gulf 
states are fulfilling their responsibilities for financial aid to Jordan, 
other Arab countries have broken their promises made under the 
Rabat resolutions. 

Abba Eban joins in 
concerted attack on 
Begin’s peace tactics 


TEL AVIV, Feb. 27 (R). — For- 
mer Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban yesterday joined former 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
in what observers regarded as 
a concerted attack on the ne- 
gotiating methods and policies 
of Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin’s Likud government. 

Mr. Rabin Saturday criticised 
the Likud government's actions 
in establishing new settleme- 
nts in Arab areas, saying they 
were largely responsible for the 
delays in the peace-making pro- 
cess. 

Addressing a Labour party 
think-tank forum yesterday Mr. 
Eban referred to new villages 
established near Rafah in nor- 
thern Sinai while the talks we- 
re in progress and said : “Eith- 
er one thing or the other. That 
region is either essential for us 
from the defence viewpoint, or 
it is not essential. 

"If it is essential, we sho- 
uld have asked for border cha- 
nges, under U.N. Security Co- 
uncil Resolution 242 for which 
we fought hard to preserve the 
justice of our claim for border 
amendments. 

“But the contradiction betw- 
een the stress on defence and 


these villages is not underst- 
ood throughout the world. 

“Another contradiction is the 

strange idea of giving up the 
Rafah approaches area (of nor- 
thern Sinai) for peace reasons 
and trying to maintain it under 
our control for reasons of de- 
fence and security.” 

Mr. Eban said the existence 
of Israeli settlements under 
Egyptian sovereignty, as pro- 
posed by the Likud governme- 
nt, would lead to constant fri- 
ction with the Egyptians. 

Continuing his attack on the 
government's system of set- 
tlement activities while in the 
process of negotiations he said : 

"When you negotiate about 
the sale of a used car you don’t 
change the tyres in the middle 
of the discussion, to the disa- 
dvantage of the would-be pur- 
chaser. 

"That is the simple morality 
of negotiations. 

"On the very day that the 
Egyptian foreign minister came 
to Israel you opened your radio 
to hear that the government 
of Israel was discussing esta- 
blishment of new villages. 

“An elementary understand- 
ing of tactics would have pre- 
vented such a move,” he said. 
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Thanks, but 
no thanks 

One must feel disappointed by the public 
statements of British Foreign Secretary David Owen 
during his brief visit to Jordan Saturday. The two 
points he stressed most seem to us rather unworthy 
of so much stressing, -the points being the need to 
keep the momentum of the peace talks going and the 
need to see Israeli proposals for so-called home rule 
in the West Bank and Gaza as interim arrangements 
to be vaKd for five years. If this is the best Dr. Owen 
had to say, then we think perhaps he has not said 
very much at all. 

On the first count Dr. Owen is putting himself in 
that camp that sees momentum as a substitute for 
achievement, a position totally unworthy of his 
person and his position. There comes a point beyond 
which momentum by itself becomes meaningless, 
and the frantic quest for momentum becomes 
pathetic. What we are after, and what Dr. Owen 
should be trying to help achieve, is real progress in 
the peace talks, which boils down to the principle of 
a full Israeli withdrawal from occupied Arab lands 
and recognition of Palestinian national rights - - two 
principles that have been accepted by the entire 
world, except for Israel. It behooves a major power 
such as Great Britain to drive this point home to the 
Israelis, and not, as Dr. Owen seems to be doing, to 
sugarcoat Israeli intransigence by telling the Arabs 
that we should view things in five-year segments. 
Given Great Britain’s past assurances to the Arabs 
about Palestinian rights and Zionist intentions in 
Palestine, we find it very difficult --to put it 
charitably - - to take Dr. Owen’s suggestions 
seriously. 

On the second count, of taking the Begin propo- 
sals as being valid for a five-year period only, we 
think that the awesome precedent of institutionalising 
and legalising the Israeli occupying presence in the 
West Bank and Gaza for a five-year period in itself 
outweighs the very unconvincing nature of the five- 
year transitional period. We want an end to the 
occupation, not its compartmentalisation in neat five- 
year packages. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL DUSTOUR said Monday that in his statements to the Ku- 
wait daily A1 Ra’i A] ’Aam. Prime Minister Mudar Bad ran focussed 
once again an Jordan’s stand towards the Arab-Israeli conflict - - 
a stand based on firm and unbargainable principles. That is, total 
Israeli withdrawal from occupied Arab territory and respect of 
the Palestinians right to self-determination. 

The newspaper says Israel's propaganda machine is trying to 
distort Jordan’s position, but Premier Badran's pronouncements 
come in time to strip the Israeli stubborn ess and place the Impedi- 
ments blocking peace squarely at Israel’s door... 

The Prime Minister, A1 Dustour adds, spoke -at length on Jor- 
dan's internal requirements as a frontline state. He thanked Saudi 
Arabia and Gulf states for their financial help, but felt it was his 
duty to call on other hesitant brotherly countries to fulfill their 
promises for help under the Arab summit resolutions. 

AL RAT noted with amazement the discrepancy between Is- 
raeli Foreign Minister Mosbe Dayan's statement the other day that 
Jordanian non-participation hinders the process of peace negotia- 
tions between Egypt and Israel and Israel's former Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabii saying that it was Israel’s hardline which closed die 
door before Jordan's participation. Even, in the words of Mr. 
Rabin, Jordan would not get anything, if it took part in the nego- 
tiations. 

A1 Ra'i asks "in view of this apparent conflict of opinion be- 
tween the Israeli government and the opposition, why, therefore, 
all this prattle about Jordan's attitude and the necessity of includ- 
ing Jordan in the negotiations ?" The newspaper says the negotia- 
tors, who have not yet been able to change Israel’s uncompromi- 
sing attitude, should leave Jordan alone and search for more effec- 
tive means of pressure to bear on Israel, if those really want just 
and lagring peace to prevail in the Middle East. 


New centre 
maps Jordan 
for planners

The Director of the Jordan 
National Geographic Centre wh- 
ich was established in 1975. 
LL-Col. A1 Majali told the Jo- 
rdan Times that it was crea- 
ted to cope with the increas- 
ing demand for maps by the 
country's development planners. 

Development projects of all 
kinds must have a basic frame- 
work in order for the planning 
stages to proceed, and this is 
created by and large, through 
the accumulation of informa- 
tion gleaned from up-to-date 
maps and charts. Jordan in 
particular, with its rapid gro- 
wth during the current Five 
Year Plan, relies heavily on ci- 
ty, regional and national maps 
that are current and easily ac- 
cessible. 

It was first initiated, in Oc- 
tober 1975, as part of a joint 
technical-cultural co-operation 
agreement between the French 
and Jordanian governments, 
and includes a training sch- 
eme which is actually the cr- 
"ux of the whole centre. 

“First and foremost." says 
Lt.-Col. Majali. ’T am concent- 
rating, and will continue to co- 
ncentrate, on a high standard 
of training. We cannot rely on 
foreign expertise forever. Our 
people are now being trained 
to take over the work when 
the foreign teachers and expe- 
rts decide to leaves.” 

A training centre was creat- 
ed at Zarqa. where 200 Jord- 
anian Survey Technicians will 
receive instruction over the ne- 
xt five years. The staff consists 
of four French exnerts. who 
are permanently stationed the- 
re, but visiting lecturers from 
France are also rotated every 
three or four months. 

Intensive course 

It is an extremely intensive 
course for both men and wo- 
men and covers four semesters 
each of 5$ months duration. 
Trainees are accented only at 
the beginning of the two vear 
diploma course. Unlike most 
universities, the Zaroa training 
centre cnmniete'-- its m-noramme 
before enrollment begins aeain. 

Candidates are chosen from 
students who have successful- 
ly comnleted their Jordanian 
Matriculation m Science. The 
curriculum include- the studv 
of Topography, Cosmography, 
Photogrammetrv (aerial photo- 
graphy). Drafting. Mathemati- 
cs. Cartography. Geology, and 
the study of the French and En- 
glish languages. 

In fact, the course is so in- 
tensive that the accumulated 
credit hours equal those of a 
Masters Degree. 

Last December, the first gro- 
up of 19 men and 18 women 
received their graduation dip- 
lomas, while another enro- 
llment of 60 students were al- 
ready at work in their first mo- 
nth of training. Lt.-CoI. Maiali 
says. “This graduation is the 
most important achievement of 
the centre to date. It was the 
first group of trainees in this 
field who were totally trained 
in Jordan.” 

This technological-cultural 
cooperation between the French 
and Jordanians also allows for 
promising trainees to be given 
scholarships which will enable 
them to study at the Institute 
Geographique Nationale in Pa- 
ris. Here, they mav continue 
studying for periods ranging 
from two to six years, and. it 
is hoped, that thevTl eventua- 
lly return to Jordan to take 
over all the country’s mapping 
needs. 

At the moment, the National 
Geographic Centre handles ab- 
out 40 per cent of the mao wo- 
rk in Jordan. The rest is hand- 
led bv a French company ba- 
sed in Amman. 

The French Mapping Group, 
as it is called, is an alliance 
between the Institute Geogra- 
phique Nationale and the Com- 

paenie cTEtudie et de Todo- 
granhie. Both are Paris based 
companies who train geograph- 
ical technicians. 

Through an agreement inc- 
luded in Oie centre's 1975 ch- 
arter, the French were given 
exclusivity with regards to Jo-

rdanian government mapping 
projects. This exclusivity sim- 
ply means that if certain pro- 
jects can not be handled by the 
National Geographic Centre, 
the French Mapping Group wo- 
uld undertake them, if the pro- 
ject was financed by Jordan. 
In this way, Jordan is free to 
accept the services of any fo- 
reign country who could carry 
out the work and bear the co- 
st 

Students collect data 

Some projects that have been 
carried out have used students 
from the centre itself. In 1977, 
a “Land Use Survey" of Am- 
man utilised the trainees to 
gather data. It was a monume- 
ntal task and required the tra- 
inees to visit all houses, busi- 
nesses, hospitals, land-owners, 
public and private institutions* 
etc. Its purpose was to find 
out exactly how each plot of 
land in the city is used 

The trainees also helped to 
plan land use surveys and or- 
tho-photographs (aerial photog- 
raphy that gives a vertical ra- 
ther than a perspective view) 
for ten Jordanian cities. 

Lt.-Col. Maiali doesn't beli- 
eve in giving his trainees ima- 
ginary projects. He feels that 
at the present stage of Jordan’s 
development it is a concept 
that is rather wasteful. Produ- 
ctive projects are, anyway, mu- 
ch more beneficial to the tra- 
inees. 

Although the centre's priori- 
ties lie first with Jordan’s map- 
ping needs, neighboring Arab 
countries will also be able to 
take advantage of this special 
type of work. Most other Arab

countries lack facilities for ac- 
curate and detailed mapping 
and often have to rely upon 
foreign companies to fill this 
gap. 

This results In a leakage of 
geographic, economic, and st- 
rategic information as well as 
being a costly venture. It is 
therefore advantageous for Jor- 
dan to comer the market and 
at the same time to strength- 
en ties between itself and the 
Arab community. 

Looking to the future, plans 
have been prepared, and indeed, 
excavations have begun on 


the Jordanian National Geogra- 
phic Centre compound. 

It will cost an estimated JD 
3 million and will be erected on 
the grounds of the Royal Scien- 
tific Society adjacent to the 
University of Jordan. The arch- 
itect is Mr. Roger Tailllberi, 
who was the designer of the 
Olympic Stadium in Montreal. 
When it is completed in app- 
roximately two years time, it 
will house the Jordanian Nati- 
onal Geographic Centre and the 
training centre, the focal point 
of its present work, which will 
be relocated from Zarqa.

Jordanian, Hungarian accord signed 

BUDAPEST, Feb. 27 (JNA). — A Cultural and Scientific 
Cooperation Agreement between Jordan and Hungary 
was signed here today. Jordan’s ambassador in Hungary, 
who signed the agreement, praised the two countries co- 
operation and friendly relations, notably in the economic 
and commercial fields.

Dollar rises sharply 

ZURICH, Feb. 27 (R). — The dollar rose sharply today after 
Switzerland announced yet another set of measures aimed at 
stemming the rise of the strong Swiss franc. _ - 

The new measures, announced by the Finance Ministry, ban- 
ned non-resident foreigners from buying domestic securities, and 
limited imports of foreign banknotes. 

Last Friday, the Swiss National Bank cut the bank rale from 
one per cent to per cent. The cut in the already minimal in- 
terest rate meant that Swiss francs would become less attractive 
to hold. 

O n th e Zurich Foreign Exchange, the dollar went up quickly 
to 1-8775 Swiss francs. It had been trading at around 1.8355 Swi- 
ss francs. 

The restriction on foreign banknotes announced today limited 
hxfividuals to importing no more than the equivalent of 20,000 
Swiss francs (about $11,000) a quarter.

Foreign business finds difficulty 
opening Japanese import doors 


By Stephen Bronte 

TOKYO, (F.T.) — After mon- 
ths of steady pressure from 
the U.S. and the EEC, Japan 
finally appears willing to 
open up its home market to 
imports from overseas. 

The government offered in 
January to reduce tariffs on 
2,630 industrial products by a 
weighted average of 42 per 
cent. Cuts on 318 imports will 
be effective from April 1. The 
import duty on automobiles is 
to be eliminated completely. 
In all, the reductions will af- 
fect imports that were worth 
$20 billion in. 1977. 

But foreign businessmen he- 
re have yet to uncork their 
bottles of champagne and ce- 
lebrate. For they know that 
even if all import duties were 
eliminated tomorrow, the level 
of imported manufactured go- 
ods would be scarcely af- 
fected. 

A car costing $4,000 in the 
U.S. sells over $10,000 in Ja- 
pan and the elimination of a 
6.4 per cent import duty is 
not likely to cause a Flood of 
foreign imports. Foreign goods 
have been kept out of Japan 
for so long that it will take 
more than a ministerial decree 
to open up the doors. 

Last year JaDan’s imports 
amounted to $61.81 billion, a 
record high. The bulk of these 
imports were raw materials, 
with crude oil accounting fnr 
more than 40 per cent of the 
total. Other maior imports 
were foodstuffs fie per cent), 
coal (6 per cent), and wood 
(6 per cent). The largest cate- 
gory of imported manufactured 
goods was machinery, which 
accounted for only 8 per cent 
of Japan's imports. 

Last November the US. ro- 
vemment sent a negotiating 
team to Tokyo to pressure the 
Japanese into increasing imo- 
orts and righting the huge tra- 
de imbalance that exists bet- 
ween the two countries ($8 b. 
last year). They made it clear 
that the only way Japan could

balance trade with the U.S. 
and still maintain a high level 
of exports, was to return to 
a high economic growth rate. 

A rapidly growing Japanese 
economy would require large 
imports of American and Eu- 
ropean capital goods, thus eli- 
minating Japan’s huge trade 
surplus. This has produced the 
Japanese government's target 
of 7 per cent growth for 1978. 
But there are few who believe 
that the government can actu- 
ally achieve this goal, and 4-5 
per cent growth is a more wi- 
dely accepted forecast. 

Japan’s non-tariff trade 
barrier 

Blocking any significant Im- 
ports of manufactured goods 
are Japan's notorious non-ta- 
riff trade barriers. The most 
effective of these barriers is 
the complex distribution sys- 
tem, which is overcrowded 
with middlemen, and insures 
that foreign goods are subject 
to several 100 per cent mark- 
ups before they finally reach 
the consumer. Foreign manu- 
facturers In Japan usually sell 
for more than three times th- 
eir home marks prices. 

Other barriers include ted- 
ious customs clearance proce- 
dures. Customs officials often 
open every case of goods for 
inspection, and the shippers 
must bear the expenses In- 
volved in storing their goods 
in bonded warehouses. Canned 
goods are required to have in- 
dividual labels in Japanese ex- 
plaining the nature of their 
contents before they enter the 


country. Government testing 
is required of each product 
to verify that it meets local 
standards, which can take up 
to a year. 

Stampede for fads 

But despite these barriers, 
there have been numerous pr- 
oducts over the years which 
have made It Into the country 
in a big way. Mostly they are 
high quality luxury items pro- 
duced by large, well known 
companies. In fact it seems th- 
at every year a new foreign 
product catches on, and the 
Japanese stampede to buy it. 

In 1973 the Japanese sud- 
denly discovered foreign wi- 
ne, and importers Increased 
their shipments by five times 
to 16,240 kilolitres in that ye- 
ar. In 1974 polo sblrts with 
inscriptions like UCLA or Ma- 
dison Square Garden Athletic 
Club emblazoned across the 
front became the rage. Ameri- 
can and Scotch whiskies are 
enjoying growing popularity 
and now account for 10 per 
cent of the domestic whisky 
market. 

Foreign cars, despite the 
small numbers imported 
(42,000 last year) have a de- 
voted following among cert- 
ain groups. Volkswagen Beet- 
les are popular with the up- 
per middle class. Large Ame- 
rican cars have a loyal cli- 
entele in the underworld, and 
thus project a gangster image 
in Japan. 

Women's fashion-related im- 
ports have been in strong de- 


mand for years. Yves St La- 
urent silk scarves are a must, 
and Gucci handbags are in 
such short supply that they 
are fetching up to $400 api- 
ece. The worldwide blue jeans 
fad of the early 1970’s came 
and went, and now synthetic 
clothing from Taiwan and So- 
uth Korea is being brought up. 
Other fast-moving foreign pr- 
oducts include greasy wool 
sweaters, cigarette lighters, ci- 
garettes, cosmetics, fur coats, 
skis and tobasco sauce. 

Japan's trade surplus with 
the other Industrialised natio- 
ns is certain to continue for 
the next few years. Special 

trade negotiator Robert Stra- 
uss recently told the U.S. Se- 
nate that it could take up to 
eight years for Japanese- Ame- 
rican trade to Teach parity. So 
until the Japanese market re- 
ally does open up, the West 
will have to depend on cigare- 
tte lighters and tobasco sauce 
to help fill the gap.

ASCHAFFENBURG, West Germany, (AP). — The body of a 
23-year-old woman who died In 1976 after undergoing exorcism 
was exhumed after a nun had a vision the body was mystical- 
ly intact, police said Sunday. A police statement said the body 
of Anneliese Michel was dug up Saturday from a cemetery 
in this north Bavarian city but found to be "normally decayed". 
The priests, Ernst Alt and Wilhelm Renz, conducted the ex- 
orcism in a church-approved attempt to free Miss Michel from 
demons after four years of medical treatment failed to cont- 
rol her ailment. She died July 1, 1976 from lack of nourish- 
ment after several months of exorcism rites conducted at her 
home, police said. During the rites, she refused food and her 
weight dropped to 70 pounds before her death. Prosecutor 
Karl Stenger said his investigation showed Miss Michel's life 
could have been saved if "medical help had been sought."

Shah orders Tabriz 
officials punished 


TEHRAN, Feb. 27 (R). — The 
Shah of Iran has ordered the 
prosecution and punishment 
of officials who failed to an- 
ticipate the riots in the north- 
western city of Tabriz, a we- 
ek ago, during which nine 
people were killed and 125 
injured, a government spokes- 
man announced here yester- 
day. 

The Shah’s orders woe Is- 
sued after he received a re- 
port from the senior team of 
inspectors he sent to Tabriz 
to probe the incidents, the 
spokesman said.

DAKAR, Senegal Feb. 27 (AP). — Mr. Leopold Sengfa- 
or was re-elected president of Senegal today in this 
West African nation’s first multi-party election in 12 
years, early returns showed. With some 10 per cent of 
the votes in, the 71-year-old Mr. Senghor was leading 
his chief opponent Mr. Abdoulaye Wade by an almost 
3-to-l margin, 74.5 per cent to 25.5 per cent There 
were no early returns from the 100 races for the Na- 
tional Legislature, but Mr. Singhor’s Socialist Party 
was expected to win a large majority. 


Scientific progress 
accused New Jersey 
surgeon of murder 

HACKENSACK, New Jersey, Feb. 27 (R). — An Argentine- 
bom surgeon goes on trial today charged with murdering five 
people by injecting them with lethal does of a poison once 
favoured by South American Indians. 

The surgeon is Dr. Mario Jascalevich. The poison is cur- 
are, which in small doses is used in modern medicine as a 
muscle relaxant but in larger quantities it can relax breath- 
ing muscles to the 'point of fatal paralysis. 

Dr. Jascalevich is accused of injecting curare into the five 
patients at the tiny Rlverdell Hospital in OradeJI, New Jersey, 
in 1966 as they either recuperated normally from operations 
or were about to undergo surgery. 

The first order of business in what promises to be a leng- 
thy trial is the selection of a jury. Dr. Jascalevich’s attorneys 
will seek to prove that, because of pre-trial publicity, an Im- 
partial jury cannot be found in Bergen County, a wealthy su- 
burb of New York City. 

Prosecution lawyers have an extremely difficult task in 
front of them. They must first prove that the victims died of 
curare overdoses and then that these were administered by 
Dr. Jascalevich, a highly-respected surgeon. 

The prosecutors are expected to call several of America’s 
top forensic scientists but medical experts are debating wh- 
ether curare can be detected in a person after death. 

The Bergen County Prosecutor's Office dropped its Ini- 
tial investigation in 1966 after medical experts said curare co- 
uld not be detected in body tissue after death. 

The case was reopened a decade later, following a series 
of investigative reports on the case by the New York Times. 
The prosecutor Joseph Woodcock, said in- 1976 that science 
had progressed to the point where curare’s presence could be 
determined. 

After five bodies were exhumed and curare found in two 
of them. Dr. Jascalevich was indicted in all the deaths. 

The prosecution is expected to contend that Dr. Jascalevich 
was either insane or jealous of competing surgeons at the 81- 
bed Rlverdell Hospital. 

The doctor claims he is innocent and that 24 vials of cur- 
are found in his locker at Riverdell were used by him only in 
experiments he conducted on dogs to develop new surgical 
techniques. 

When the story first broke. Dr. Jascalevich’s name was 
withheld and he was referred to in newspapers as "Doctor 
X”. He is a 50-year-old surgeon of Italian and Yugoslav pare- 
ntage who trained as a doctor in Buenos Aires. 

He had an excellent surgical reputation in the northern 
New Jersey area. He voluntarily relinquished his practice 
after the state said it would try to prove him a murderer. 

Curare was supplied to American U-2 spy-plane pilot Fr- 
ancis Gary Powers to use if he was caught. But Powers, who 
was captured after crashing in the Soviet Union in 1960 ne- 
ver used it

It opened yesterday in Pe- 
king's Great Hall of the Pe- 
ople with Mr. Hua's three- 
and-a-half hour speech. 

The congress is also due to 
consider a new ten-year eco- 
nomic plan and a report on 
revisions to the Constitution, 
and to elect state leaders. 

The Fifth National People’s 
Congress meets amid a gene- 
ral feeling of optimism ref- 
lected in tile official press th- 
at things are going well in 
the country after more than 
a decade of political and in- 
dustrial turmoil 

An editorial carried by the 


People’s Daily, and the libe- 
ration Army Daily • yesterday 
said a great victory had been 
won in the campaign against 
extremist influence in the co- 
untry, while a new leap for- 
ward in the economy was em- 
erging. 

"Things are going much 
better than expected,” said 
the editorial, echo i n g the wo- 
rds of Chairman and Premier 
Hua. 

Looking back over the past 
three years, which saw the 
deaths of Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung and Premier Chou En- 
lai and the power struggle 
with the extremist "gang of 
four” headed by Mao’s widow 
Chiang Ching, the editorial 
said:

Poll shows most Americans 
oppose Mideast plane sales

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP). 
— U.S. President Jimmy Car- 
ter's plan to sell sophisticated 
warplanes to three Middle 
Eastern nations, including Is- 
rael, is opposed by most of 
the American people, an As- 
sociated Press-NBC News poll 
shows. 

More than three out of five 
Americans are against at lea- 
st one section of the proposed 
warplane sales to Egypt, Sau- 
di- Arabia and Israel. Only one 
piece of the sale -- planes for 
Israel -- is supported by as 
many as 24 per cent of the 
1,600 adults questioned. 

The findings reflect a sen- 
timent among many America- 
ns for less U.S. involvement 
in the affairs of the Middle 
East as may indicate public 
disenchantment with the U.S. 
role as an aims merchant. 

President Carter proposed 
the $4.8 billion plane sales 
package to the three count- 
ries on Feb. 14. The proposal 
represents a major U.S. policy 
shift in its arms sales to Eg- 
ypt- 

Opinions about the sales to 
each country were asked as 
separate questions in telepho- 
ne interviews last Tuesday 
and Wednesday. 


On the sale of 90 sophisti- 
cated F-15 and F-16 fighters 
to Israel, 63 per cent were 
opposed. Only 14 per cent sa- 
id they favoured the deal. Th- 
irteen per cent were undecid- 
ed. 

Selling 50 less advanced 
F-5E fighters to Egypt drew 
support from 21 per cent of 
those questioned. Sixty-six per 
cent opposed the sale, with 13 
per cent again undecided. 

No to one; no to aB 

Seventeen per cent favour- 
ed the sale of 60 F-15 fighters 
to Saudi Arabia with 69 per- 
cent opposed. Fourteen per 
cent were not sure. 

Those who opposed sales to 
one nation were quite likely 
to oppose sales to all of the 
countries. Fifty-seven per cent 
of those interviewed said they 
opposed all of the plane sales. 

On the other side, the pic- 
ture was not as clear, but the 
trend was similar those who 
supported plane sales to one 
country were 1 ikely to suj>- 
port sales to the other two. 
For example, of those who 
supported sales to Israel, 68 
per cent supported selling pla- 
nes to Egypt, versus 26 per 
cent who were against the Eg- 
yptian deal 


The same group - - those 
who favoured foe sale to Is- 
rael -- agreed with the sale 
to Saudi Arabia by a 57-36 
per cent margin. 

Other questions on the Mid- 
dle East showed a desire for 
less U.S. involvement and a 
deterioration of support for 
the Israeli bargaining position. 

Asked whether the U.S. sh- 
ould pressure Israel or Egypt 
into concessions, only 6 per 
cent said this country should 
pressure Israel and only 2 per 
cent agreed with pressure on 
Egypt 

Twenty-one per cent said 
both countries should feel the 
weight of U.S. influence, wh- 
ile 62 per cent thought the 
United States should avoid 
leaning on either side. 

Begin loses popularity 

Disenchantment with the 
Israelis was found in three 
questions. 

First, 55 per cent said Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat of Egypt 
had made more concessions 
than Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin while 15 per 
cent felt Mr. Begin had made 
more concessions. Eight per 
cent thought both sides had 
yielded, while 22 per cent we- 
re not sure. 


This pe rc ept i on of Mr. Be- 
gin’s lack of concessions has 
had a negative effect on his 
standing with the American 
people. Only 29 per cent now 
give him "excellent” or "go- 
od” ratings for his role as a 
Mideast peace negotiator, do- 
wn 20 points from the 49 per 
cent found In the January AP- 
NBC News poll. 

In contrast Mr. Sadat rece- 
ived "excellent” or "good” 
marks from 56 per cent of 
the American public, down 
about nine points from his Ja- 
nuary result. 

As with any public survey, 
the results of the AP-NBC 
News poll can vary from the 
exact opinions of all Ameri- 
cans with telephones solely 
because of chance variations 
in the sample. 

For a poll of 1,600 adults, 
the variation due to sampling 
error is no more than three 
percentage points either way. 
The error margin is said to 
be valid at the 95 per cent 
confidence level. This means 
that, if the same questions 
were repeated in 20 surveys 
the results of at least 19 sur- 
veys would be within three 
percentage points of the re- 
sults of this survey.

U.S. intelligence has repor- 
ted that Cubans are flying foe 
Soviet planes in strikes aga- 
inst Somali-backed guerrillas 
in the Ogaden region of south- 
east Ethiopia. They have said 
that more than 10,000 Cuban 
troops, several thousand Soviets 
and other foreign troops are 
helping the Ethiopians, with the 
Cubans involved directly in the 
fighting in the Ogaden. 

The EPLF spokesman said 
the Ethiopians broke through 
areas controlled by the ELF 
and were met by EPLF forces 
at Adi Gombollo, about 20 kms. 
south of Asmara. He said the 
Ethiopians were forced to re- 
treat towards Asmara after’ se- 
veral days of battle. 


MADRID, Feb. 27 (R). — Spain 
has accused the Organisation 
of African Unity (OAU) of un- 
dertaking an intolerable Interfe- 
rence in Spanish internal affa- 
irs by dedaring support for an 
independence movement in the 
Canary Islands. 

The OAU Council of Minis- 
ters, meeting in the Libyan ca- 
pital of Tripoli, adopted on Sa- 
turday a recommendation by its 
Liberation Committee to aid- 
separatist guerrillas in the Ca- 
naries. 

A statement issued by the 
Spanish Foreign Ministry yes- 
terday said Spain had protes- 
ted firmly and energetically to 
all the OAU member stares 
that voted for the recommen- 
dation. 

It also said Spain would take 
measures to prevent the coun- 
cil's decision from being ratifi- 
ed at the meeting of OAU he- 
ads of state in. Khartoum next 
June. 

No details of foe measures 
were given. But Defence Minis- 
ter Lt.-Gen. Manuel Gutierrez 
Me 11a do said on Thursday Spa- 
in would defend the Canaries 
“no matter what is said and 
no matter what happens.” 

Foreign Minister Marcelino 
Oreja said he would call the 
Madrid ambassadors of OAU 
member countries to his office 
early this week to register a 
strong protest at last night’s 
decision. 

Senor Oreja said Spanish am- 
bassadors in the OAU countri- 
es that had voted for the coun- 
cil’s decision had also been 
instructed to make firm and 
energetic protests, 

“The Canary Islands are not 
an African affair and should 
not have been considered by 
the OAU,” Senor Oreja said. 

Informed sources said diplo- 
matic relations between Spain 
and certain OAU countries co- 
uld be severely damaged if the 
OAU heads of state ratify the 


Council of Ministers decis ion. 

Spanish officials today ac 
cased Algeria of instigating the 
OAU move and said it was m. 
likely the Spanish ambassador 
recalled from Algiers for con.’ 
sulfations last December, wo- 
uld return to his post.
